pon has his glass of sherbet by him, and 
his pie'-o eif nnleavenc'd bread, for the 
Turks love half baked doiiffh.

comfort the Kuropenn to see every one 
wash his hands before his meal, for forks 
are unknown, and each is e:.poctcil to dip 
his fingera into the savory morsel as it is 
handed to him. 
During the whole of the 


feeding process scarcely four or five words 
will be uttered, and at tho most your re- 
past will last ttronty minutes, but then 
afterward, with the coffee and the hubblo 
bubble, conversation will flow freely. 
To the Turk eating is a serious gastro- 
nomic exercise, which will not admit ol 
any conversation being entered into dur 
ing its progress.—Cornhill Majrazine.

but leaves the 


cause of the trouble to be S"tt.led after- 
warus by more peaceable means. All the

that the wtiite i.tlioeis went to arrest 
somr negroes accused of :i breach of the 
peace, that the latter ie&isted in rnni'uers 
a]>proacliinf; a riot, and that a good many 
men were killed and wounded, tnott or 
all of them white. Of course the blacks 
had no lawful excuse for their conduct, 
and nmst suffer the consequences of their 
unlawful action in resisting an officer 
clothed with authority. They must bo 
tanght in the bitter school of experi-v •••• 
that it is a grievous offence to resist the 
lawfully constituted authorities. But is 
there not some shadow of excuse in a 
moral point of view.' In well regulated 
communities persons accused of crime 
understand that when they are in the 
custody of the officers they are absolutely 
safe from molestation, in times of great 
excitement criminals feel that tJiey are 
safer with I ho officers than with the in- 
furiated populace, which seldom attempts 
to interfere with the peaceful enforce- 
ment of the law. 
Cut in Mississippi it 


has been the rule that a criminal was 
safer anywhere than wil h the ollicers 
provided I lie unfortunate prisoner had a 
black skin. The surrender of an accused 
negro to the constable or sheriif usually 
meant givirg him up to the tender mer- 
cies of the mob. to be slmt, hung, burned 
or cut to pieces as best pleased the savage 
natures of his tormentors. Is if any 
wonder that a Jong experience of this 
kind has had tho effect to cause the 
negro to meditate upon resistance? Is it 
any surpris* to even the white Mjssissip- 
nian that the negro should linally learn 
what has been so persistently drummed 
into him- -thai he has no mercy to expect 
from the law? Of course, all these efforts 
upon the part of tho whites to make the 
negroes believe what they iinally have 
believed, does not make tho latter any 
the less guilty in the eyes of the law. 
They are clearly transgressors and will 
sutler the just penalty of their acts, but 


it, will probably serve to teach the whites 
that the safest way to inspire respect 
among the blacks for the law and its offi- 
cers is to make both worthy of their re- 
spect. Human nature will not forever 
stand such persecution as has been 
heaped upon the colored people of the 
South daring the past dozen years with- 
out striking back, and while the law is 
violated in these ill-advised attempts at 
retaliation tho judgment of all fair-mind- 
ed men will be that they are the natural 
consequences of the tyranny and usurpa- 
tion practiced by those in charge of 
affairs in that country. It is terrible to 
contemplate the consequences which are 
sure to follow in the wake of a race con- 
flict in the South, and everything possi- 
ble ought to be done to prevent it, but 
the one thing that will prevent it and 
make such outbreaks as that in Missis- 
sippi as scarce in the South as in Illinois 
-the one thing that will make such 
events next to impossible in the South is 
the one thing that the South most hesi- 
tates to put in force, and that is the 
absolute equality of all men before the 
law. Let the South adopt that humane 
policy and its race troubles will disappear 
as mist before the rising sun.
